British Ignore Court 
Ruling; Deport 55

JERUSALEM — The Palestine 


Government announced this week 
that 55 Jews had been deported 
from Palestine to a concentration 
camp in Eritrea “in the interest 
of public safety.” 

The sudden action by the gov- 
ernment was viewed with alarm 
by the Jewish community here, 
particularly in view of the fact 
that the high court here had 
only recently handed down a de- 
cision to the effect that it was 
unlawful to deport Palestine citi- 
zens for detention abroad. Jewish 
leaders are expected to present 
the matter to the attention of the 
Privy Council in London, and 
Jewish lawyers are said to be 
preparing papers to test the val- 
idity of the deportation order. 

The detainees, taken from a de- 
tention camp at Latrun, between 
Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, were 
bown to Eritrea by military 
planes. 

It was disclosed at the same 
time that the deportation of the 
55 Jews was effected only after a 
clash in which all the Jewish 
prisoners at the Latrun camp 
participated. It took a detach- 
ment of police and soldiers to 
overcome the resisters. 

Following the deportation of 
the group, the Jewish internees 
in the Latrun camp declared a 
hunger strike, now in its fifth 
day.

W YORK—Fifteen men of Jewish faith achieved the 
rank of General and three others saw service as Admirals or 
Commodores during the war, it was revealed here by the Na- 
tional Jewish Welfare Board in a call to Jewish groups and in- 
dividuals in the United States asking them to submit names of 
Jews who fought in World War II to their local Jewish War 
Records Committee. 


Designating January as “War Records Month,” the Jewish 
Welfare Board reported that incomplete data already collected 
indicates that some 600,000 Jewish men and women served in the 
armed forces. In addition to this number, which would be suf- 
ficient to man 40 divisions, more than fifty percent of the Ameri- 
can rabbinate volunteered for the chaplaincy, with half of their 
number serving overseas. One third of the Jewish physicians of 
all ages were in uniform; 60 percent of those under 45 were in 
the armed forces. Nearly 30 percent of the Jewish dentists in 
the metropolitan New York area saw military service. 

Forty Jewish families throughout the United States lost 
two sons each in the services, while at least one family is known 
to have lost three sons in action. Combat casualties among 
Jewish men and women numbered 22,042 while 29,004 awards 
were received by some 15,000 Jewish soldiers and sailors. One 
received the highest award of the nation, the Congressional 
Medal of Honor, and 76 earned the second highest award, the 
Army Distinguished Service Cross and the Navy Cross.

Resolution Discussed hy Writer

ASHINGTON is a curious place where there are not only sud- 

den changes of emotional climate but where all sorts of 
groups test the American public’s ability to forget.

ANOTHER manifestation of the 
case with which Washington lets 
Slide and slip and shrugs its 
shoulders, is offered by the par- 
lous condition of what was in- 
tended to be a bulwark against 
man’s inhumanity to man on the 
hiring and job line, the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Committee. 

Its director, Malcolm Ross, 
emerged from a conference with 
President Truman at the White 
House, to tell newsmen that of 
the quarter million dallars appro- 
priated by Congress to last it un- 
til June 1946, only sixty-three 
thousand dollars were left, and 
that its reduced staif consisting of 
thirty-five in all, were quite un- 
able to investigate increasing re- 
ports coming from all parts of 
the country that discrimination 
on grounds of race, creed and na- 
tional origins was working 
against members of minority 
groups seeking new jobs. 

Specifications by employers of 
“vehite, Gentile only,” said Mr. 
Ross, were again being set up, 
and the discrimination extended 
even into those released from the 
war effort who are seeking new 
jobs in the bureaus of the United 
States Government in Washing: 
ton. 

Ross reported that President 
Truman had made his character- 
istic gesture of reiterating the 
hope that Congress would act on 
the legislation now before it, call. 
ing for the creation of a perman- 
ent FEPC. 

Meanwhile, the more hopeful 
observers of this dismal spec- 
tacle, are counting on a political 
maneuver whereby the Republic- 
ans will sign the petition releas- 
ing the FEPC bill from commit- 
tee and turn the tables on the 
Democrats whose Southern re- 
actionary bloc has managed to 
prevent even discussion of the 
measure on the floor of Congress. 


ONE WASHINGTON change of 
climate does give ground for en- 
couragement. That is the shift 
from the pessimism which at- 
tended the announcement by 
President Truman of the creation 
of a joint Anglo-American com- 
mittee to “study” the Palestine 
question, with all the delay that 
implied for the wretched sur- 
vivors of Hitlerism in the pogrom 
areas of eastern Europe and the 
concentration camps of Germany. 

The change came quite sudden- 
ly when Congress took the bit in 
its teeth and both Houses, by an 
overwhelming voice vote, passed 
the Wagner-Taft-Flood resolution 


calling for free immigration of 
Jews into Palestine and the crea- 
tion of a Jewish National Home- 
land. 

What this action of the Ameri- 
can Congress testifies to is a basic 


sympathy for the Jewish cause, 
even though that sympathy takes 
the inexpensive form of resolu 
tions rather than acts.

There can be no 
doubt now about how Congress 
and the American people feel 
about Palestine.

OT long ago, our little girls and we at- 
N tended a religious service together. My 
husband and I looked at each other over the 
children’s heads and smiled. We weren’t quite 
used to the feeling of being the parents of 
girls old enough to go to Temple.

“How pleasant this is, sitting here in God’s 
house with our daughter, Ruthie, beside me! 
Ever since the day David and I came to Temple 
to hear the Rabbi bless our baby daughter and 
name her, ‘Ruth,’ we have looked forward to 
the time when she would be old enough to sit 
between us in this pew and worship God with 
us. Of course, she is too young to attend the 
evening services, so David must wait a few 
years before sharing my experience of wor- 
shipping with our child. By the time she is old 
enough to join David and me here on Friday 
evenings, she will have learned to sit quietly 
for oné hour. Meanwhile she probably won’t 
be too troublesome to the other morning wor- 
shippers who sit in neighboring pews, because 
I'll be here to check her playfulness. Fortunate- 
ly, the Rabbi is tolerant of youngsters who 
cannot resist an occasional smothered whisper.

BUDAPEST—The trial of three 
Hungarian cabinet members, 
charged with responsibility in 
killing and deporting 500,000 Hun- 
garian Jews, opened this week 
before the Peoples Court.

DPs in Demonstration

LONDON — Various terms of 
imprisonment were imposed this 
week upon displaced Jews for 
participating in a demonstration 
in the city of Hanover against 
the Bevin statement on Palestine, 
according to a report by Reuters. 

Marian Luke, chairman of the 
committee of displaced Jews at 
Finnhorst, a section of Hanover, 
was sentenced to six months im- 
prisonment. Others received 
milder sentences. 

Speaking for the British Gov- 
ernment, John Hynde, Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancester, told 
the House of Commons that press 
reports about the poor treatment 
of displaced Jews in the British 
zone in Germany are without 
foundation. He declared that 
Zionist activities are not being 
restricted and that no censorship 
of newspapers exists in the Ber- 
gen-Belsen camp.

As the fans stayed away in droves, 
Lew walked up and down in front of the box office muttering 
to himself. Later, he entered the Arena and watched the bouts. 
The wind up was such a mismatch that even this hardened fight 
promoter couldn’t stand much of the battle. He walked to the 
rear of the Arena, puffing on a weed. Finally he turned to me 
and said, “Boy, I’ve been in the game a long time but never saw 
anything as bad as this fight. Those guys are stinking the joint 
out, one of ’em is bleeding like a stuck pig, and for what. If 
they get fifty bucks apiece they’ll be lucky.”

Jewish Oddities 
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HE “Grand Old Man” of Italian Jewry is the title 
T given to Luigi Luzatti, the great Italian states- 
man and political economist. 

Luzatti was born at Venice, March l1lth, 1841, and 
died at the age of eighty-six in Rome in 1927. 

During the course of his life he taught law in three 
universities, served more than thirty years as a mem- 
ber of Parliment, was Minister of the Treasury, and 
held the post of Minister of Agriculture. The crown- 
ing achievement of his political life was reached in 
1909, when he became Prime Minister. He held this 
position until 1911. 

Luzatti was an acknowledged authority on all ques- 
tions connected with tariff and commercial treaties. He 
was an ardent advocate of economic development and 
reform and rendered invaluable service to his country 
along these lines. In recognition of his efforts in be- 
half of labor, he was one of the first to receive an 
award in the “Order of Labor” when it was organized 
in 1901 by King Victor Emanuel II. He introduced 
the first co-operative store in Italy, 
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The Editor's Chair, 


I CANNOT BELIEVE that the 
American Jewish Conference ac- 
tually intends to proceed with 
its third session without calling 
for new elections.

Must Be Deliberate In Solving Leadeship Problem 


R. Mordecai Kaplan, in announcing the 

leadership training course held this past 

week at the Jewish Theological Seminary, touch- 

ed upon a problem which concerns the entire 

Jewish community in the first general, and the 
rabbinate in particular. 

Rabbi Kaplan said that something must be 
done to counteract the “invasion of Jewish pub- 
lic service ... by people who have no interest 
in Judaism ... and meeting the growing need 
for young men and women of ability and 
character who will make Jewish public service 
their vocation.” 

For years now hardly a week has gone by 
but somewhere either from the pulpit or in the 
Anglo-Jewish press, the lament has been made 
that the U. S. Jewish community is Jewishly 
ignorant, that our community center programs 
have no Jewish content, that attendance at syna- 
gogues is deplorable, etc., etc. Yet except in 
isolated cases nothing specific is done to change 
this situation. 

The leadership training courses mentioned 
above, a two-day affair which attracted some 


- 60 persons seems to be directed at developing 


“professional” leadership, not lay. It is a specific 
cure of this specific problem for these sixty 
people, but as is obvious, not for the situation 
which exists throughout the country. What is 
needed is a more practicable and more wide- 
spread program, week in and week out (not to 
mention day in and day out) for the people 
who will be on the boards and who will be the 
officers of the local organizations.

1 Organization Really 
Fed DPs, 5 Soldiers Say 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

We have just returned after 
extensive service with the United 
States Army in Europe, and we 
are writing this letter to you be- 
cause we have noticed letters 
printed in your newspaper com- 
plaining about the lack of aid 
from American Jewish organiza- 
tions for the liberated Jewish 
refugees in the displaced per- 
sons camps in Germany and Aus- 
tria. 


We are eye-witnesses to the 
appalling plight of these surviv- 
ing Jews, and from the moment 
the camps were liberated we de- 
voted every possible moment of 
our time towards helping them. 
In connection with this, we would 
like to bring to your attention 
that there was one American 
Jewish organization that literally 
showered us with many thou- 
sands of kosher food packages 
for these destitute Jewish dis- 
placed persons—the Refugee- 
Immigration Division of Agudath 
Israel Youth Council of America. 

We feel that you and your

The announcement that 40 
Protestant church boards have 
formed the Protestant Film Com- 
mission in an effort to have 
Hollywood produce films about 
the Protestant faith points to the 
need of a Jewish Film Commis- 
sion to function in like fashion. 

It has long been a source of 
concern ... that most any re- 
ligious scene in a film was auto- 
matically Catholic, nearly every 
church was Catholic, and almost 
every man of God, a priest. This 
has culminated in such films as 
Going My Way, The Song of 
Bernadette, The Keys of the 
Kingdom, and the newly released 
Bells of St. Mary. 

It is true the Protestant faith 
has been neglected. This is really 
amazing when one realizes that 
the number of members of the 
Protestant faith greatly outnum- 
er that of the Catholic Church. 
Still there have been films like 
One Foot In Heaven, and Protes- 
tant clergymen in Protestant 
churches are seen, even if only in 
wedding scenes. 

In the new film Our Vines have 
Tender Grapes, little Margaret 
O’Brien delivers a monologue of 
several minutes length describ- 
ing the birth of Christ. The scene 
takes place inside a Protestant 
Church. 

In a great number of films no 
particular mention is made of the 
religious faiths of the characters. 
The assumption, however, is 
quite clear that they are free, 
over 21, and Christian. 

But what of the Jewish faith? 
Only one conclusion can be 
reached and that is, Hollywood 
has treated the Jews shabbily. 
The last time a Rabbi appeared 
as a character in a film was in 
the Columbia Grade B_ produc- 
tion, None Shall Escape, of a 
few years ago. The last time a 
film concerned itself with a 
phase of Jewish life was R. K. 
O.’s Symphony Of Six Million, 
made over a decade ago. The last 
time a synagogue appeared in a 
film was in the excellent histori- 
cal short, Haym Solomon, pro- 
duced by Warners a number of 
years ago. 

In the last few years hundreds 
of films were made dealing with 
the Nazis. Yet, despite the fact 
that over five millions of Jews 
were destroyed by them, that 
they were the chief victims of 
the fascist beasts, Hollywood did

not see fit to make one film 
pointing out this fact. , 
The answer cannot be that the 
subject matter is not dramatic 
enough for movie treatment. Is 
there any more heroic epoch of 
recent years, any more soul-stir- 
ring and inspirational drama 
than the revolt of the Warsaw 
ghetto? Can you not envision a 
film based on the rebuilding of 
Palestine? Here is subject mat- 
ter for over a dozen different 


types of films ranging from 
straight dramatic exposition to 
musical spectacle films. There 


are many golden opportunities 
awaiting the Kleig light masters’ 
in the story of Jews. 

Jews should be introduced as 
individual characters in films. An 
illustration of this point is the 
way the character Lee Diamond 
is woven in the film Pride of the 
Marines. He was an American 
marine but there was never any 
doubt that he was a Jew. He 
used Hebrew phrases, he painted 
the Star of David on his ma- 
chine gun muzzle. More such 
characters must be seen on the 
screen. They will create more 
good will for Jews than a hun- 
dred editorials. 

The stars of Hollywood wield 
tremendous influence on_ the 
mores of our country. They are 
the inspiration of an untold per- 
centage of our population. What 
a blow at anti-Semitism could be 
struck if more people were made 
to realize the Jewish faith of 
some of these stars. Let it be 
known that among the Jews 
there are such as Ingrid Berg- 
man, Gregory Peck, Lauren Bae 
call, John Garfield, Dane Clark, 
Edward G. Robinson, Edward 
Arnold, Danny Kaye, Paulette 
Goddard and Hedy Lamarr. 


In their field they are splendid 
representatives of the Jewish 
people. These stars are living 
repudiations of the vile slanders 
of the pogromists. 


It is not enough to yearn for 
these things. Hollywood must be 
made to realize the eyes of Jewry 
are upon them. A Jewish Film 
Commission would be the voice of 
American Jewry. One should be 
organized and it should speak 
out loud.

He saluted his Jewish brothers. 
Living in Constantinople, he was 
greatly aided by local Jews. 
These even, writes Danzis, fitted 
a home for refugee Poles. 


Patton, the Forward heard, 
prevented a pogrom in Casa- 
blanca when he landed in ’42. To 
check, it wrote to the late Gen- 
eral. On the day he died, his 
answer arrived. “It did not come 
to a pogrom” in Casablanca, Pat- 
ton stated. “I never, under my 
circumstances, permitted race 
hatred, or religious hatred, in 
the regions I conquered.” And 
the Forward concludes, “Many 
reports from Europe have testi- 
fied to Patton’s truly warm rela- 
tions with Jews.” It nails again 
the infamous O’Donnell lie.
